Bickmore reinstated 


The Santa Barbara County Board of Supervisors late yesterday, by a 4-1 
vote, reinstated David K. Bickmore to his position as county petroleum en­ 
gineer. 
. Bickmore had been suspended by board action Jan. 28 pending an 
investigation of his financial involvement with Union Oil Company. 
An investigation into the circumstances was conducted by County Admin­ 
istrative Officer Ray Johnson and County Counsel George Kading. 
Supervisors explained that Bickmore had been suspended because there 
were some unusual features connected with deeds of trust on Bickmore’s 
property which had been taken by Union Oil Company. The board empha­ 
sized that Bickmore had never been charged with misconduct and that the 
suspension was solely for the purpose of conducting the investigation. 
Johnson said in his report and recommendation that while he felt Bick­ 
more had displayed “ poor judgement,” he felt the petroleum engineer was 
guilty of neither dishonesty or any wrongdoing in granting a second deed 
of trust to the oil company as security for an indebtedness totaling $12,792. 
Johnson, in his report, said the investigation “ had disclosed information” 
which may cause some concern as to Bickmore’s managerial ability both 
in a county position and in his personal affairs. Johnson added that he will 
“ closely review” Bickmore’s performance “ to seek improvement” and will 
make appropriate reports to the supervisors. 
“ Persons who hold high offices in county government should be expected 
to competently manage their affairs in public and private life,” Johnson 
said. 
“We can only expect that when there are deficiencies in either of 
these areas, the individual be asked to correct them, and, if he doesn’t, 
this should be cause for further action. 
Supervisor George Clyde cast the negative vote on reinstatement stating 
that the investigation revealed, in his opinion, a lack of judgement and lack 
of sensitivity that is required in the position, and that rightly or wrongly, 
many people will now lack confidence in “ this particular county depart­ 
ment.” 
The reinstatement will be effective as of the date of suspension. Bick­ 
more receives a salary of $1,269 per month.

Nixon's environment plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-PresidentNixon 
called today for “a total mobilization” 
of all Americans in a concentrated cam­ 
paign to clean the air and purify the na­ 
tion’s polluted waters. 
In a special message to Congress fol­ 
lowing up his State of the Union pledge 
to make cleaning the environment the pri­ 
mary effort of the 70s, Nixon outlined 
a lengthy plan for “the rescue of our na­ 
tural habitat.” 
The program includes a $10 billion 
project for cleaning up waters and calls 
for rigid regulations to deal with air 
and water polluters. 
“The time has come when we can wait 
no longer to repair the damage already 
done to establish new criteria to guide 
us in the future,” Nixon said. 


"The task of cleaning up our environ­ 
ment calls for a total mobilization by 
all of us. It involves government at 
every level; 
it requires the help of ev­ 
ery citizen.” 
The main feature of the so-called En­ 
vironmental Quality Program proposes a 
clean waters act through which $4 bil­ 


lion would be authorized to help state 
and local communities build sewage 
treatement facilities. 
The $4 billion would have to be match­ 
ed by $6 billion in contributions from 
state and local governments. A special 
federal group called The Environmental 
Financing Authority would be set up to 
help hard - pressed municipalities raise 
the money to meet their share of the 
cost. 
The President said that would be suffi­ 
cient to construct about 1,500 new treat­ 
ment facilities and to expand and upgrade 
2,500 other plants. 


He asked for a $4 billion authoriza­ 
tion over a four - year period—at a rate 
of $1 billion per year —starting in the 
year beginning July 1. A reassessment 
would be made in 1973 to determine fu­ 
ture needs. 
The President’s message called for 
establishment of federal water and air 
quality standards, with fines of up to 
$10,000 a day for violations. 
Federal enforcement procedures would 
be revised to permit swifter court ac­ 


tion against violators and the interior 
secretary would be empowered to seek 
immediate injunctions where severe pol­ 
lution existed. 
The President also proposed a re­ 
search and development program aimed 
at producing a low pollution automobile 
within five years. 
He asked that the secretary of the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare be authorized to regulate the 
composition of gasoline to cut down 
on pollution. There is fresh agitation to 
force gasoline makers to remove lead 
from gasoline to cut down on air pol­ 
lution. 
The Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, following one of the P res­ 
ident’s 
directives, 
immediately an­ 
nounced a new five - year timetable for 
"increasing the stringent” federal stand­ 
ards for auto exhaust emission. 
Under the proposed new testing pro­ 
cedures, which will go into effect be­ 
ginning with the 1972 model cars, the 
weight of pollution emitted by a test 
car will be measured, rather than cal­ 
culated, as is now the procedure.

The new standards will for the first 
time set limits on nitrogen oxide emis­ 
sions beginning with 1973 models, and 
emission of particulates beginning with 
the 1975 model year. 
Stricter 
standards 
and stricter en­ 
forcement for 
industrial polluters was 
called for by Nixon "in fairness to those 
who have voluntarily assumed the often 
costly burden while their competitors 
have not.” 
Nixon said that as technologies im­ 
prove and better understanding is gain­ 
ed of the complex ecological processes 
of the environment, it will be possible 
to do more. 
But he said many steps can be taken 
now "and that can move us dramatical­ 
ly forward to what has become an urgent 
common goal of all Americans: the res­ 
cue of our natural habitat as a place 
both habitable and hospitable to man.” 
Nixon has set up a new advisory coun­ 
cil headed by Russell E. Train, under­ 
secretary pf interior and the adminis­ 
tration’s chief conservationist, to help 
lead his campaign to clean up the envir­ 
onment.

jack schrade Avalanche death toll at 
ousts Way as 
Senate leader 48, BXDBCtBu to Climb 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- Sen. Jack 
Schrade ousted Sen. Howard Way as 
leader of the state Senate today in a 
retaliatory purge of the "old guard” 
against "young Turks.” 
Schrade, a 67-year-old former dance 
hall bouncer and rodeo director from San 
Diego, immediately announced, "I hold no 
malice towards anyone.” 
The conservative Republican defeated 
Way on a 23-12 vote, first taken during 
a closed-doors executive session and then 
repeated in public on the Senate floor. 
Way, 56 was president pro tern of the 
Senate only 274 days. The moderate 
Republican from Exeter beat veteran 
Sen. Hugh M. Burns, D-Fresno, last 
year after the conservative Democrat 
had held the Senate’s top job since 1957. 
Sporting a big grin, Burns remarked 
afterward to newsmen: 
"Sen. Way and I have a lot in com­ 
mon — I was pro tern the longest of any 
man in California history; he was pro 
tern the shortest of any man.” 
Thirteen Democrats and 10 Republi­ 
cans sided with Schrade. 
Four Democrats and eight Republicans 
sided with Way, a handsome former 
rancher from Exeter. 
Schrade's victory required 21 votes. 
Five senators sat out the tussle and 
did not vote. 
Schrade announced to his colleagues 
assembled on the Senate floor, 41 intend 
to be a senator’s senator.” 
This was an indirect reference to his 
campaign theme: that he would be a sen­ 
ator first and avoid strictly partisan po­ 
sitions. 
Way critics had complained the former 
leader was too partisan toward the Re­ 
publican party — and Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan in particular. 
Way called it a “victory for special 
interest groups.” Lobbyists had worked 
behind the scenes for Schrade. 
Way's ouster cast doubts about the fu­ 
ture of Reagan's $645 million property 
tax relief program. The former Republi­ 
can leader was one of the governor’s 
staunchest 
backers of the plan, which 
includes payroll withholding of state in­ 
come taxes.

VAL DTSERE, France (UPI) - A giant 
avalanche rolled down 10,000-foot Dome 
Mountain at breakfast time today, bury­ 
ing a three-story youth hostel and a hotel 
under tons of snow. 
Rescue workers pulled 48 bodies from 
the wreckage but feared the death toll 
would mount in what was France’s worst 
snow disaster since World War II. 
At least 60 other persons were res­ 
cued from inside the tangle of snow and 
tim bers, many of them hurt so badly 
they were not expected to live. 
There was no immediate report of 
American casualties. 
Rescue operations were hampered by 
blinding, swirling snowstorms which cut 
visibility to near zero. The snow, one 
of the heaviest in memory in the Al­ 
pine region south of Geneva, was still 
falling when darkness fell. 
Local 
weather authorities reported 
winds of gale force piled up huge snow 
drifts on roads leading to the disaster 


area. Only a few ambulances and other 
rescue vehicles got through but others 
were forced to wait for snow - clearing 
equipment. 
It was the worst avalanche on Dome 
Mountain since 1917. 
The tiny village, almost deserted when 
the snow is gone, is the home of Jean 
Claude Killy, former French Olympic ski 
champion and one of the world’s premier 
athletes. 
"It hit the hostel like a bulldozer,” 
a witness said of the avalanche. 
The impact of the onslaught crushed 
some cars and carried others away like 
rowboats on a tidal wave. Some of the 
victims were trapped in the parking 
area, unable to flee the avalanche in time. 
An estimated 200 youths, all under 25 
were in the liostel, run by the French 
Union of Fresh Air Centers, and an 
equal number of skiers were believed in 
the Edelweiss Hotel when the wave of 
white death descended upon them.

He graduat­ 
ed from the Helicopter Pilot’s School 
and was commissioned a chief warrant 
officer in 1966. 
In 1967 
he began

he left for his second 
tour with the 25th Infantry Division. 
The much-decorated serviceman was 
the holder of the Distinguished Flying 
Cross;

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Le­ 
gislation designed to insure that 
ex-convicts are prevented from 
buying guns 
was introduced 
Monday by Assemblyman Floyd 
Wakefield, R-SouthGate. 
His measure would require 
that notification be placed on 
the back of a person’s drivers 
license if he was not allowed to 
own 
a 
gun 
Present 
law 
prohibits 
aliens, 
felons and 
former mental patients from 
owning firearm s. 
Under 
the 
bill, a person 
entering a store to buy a gun 
would be required to show his 
drivers license before being 
sold the weapon. 
Wakefield said the bill is 
aimed 
at 
eliminating 
any 
loophole which will hamper the 
law-biding citizen from purch­ 
asing a gun. Its provisions, he 
said, were worked out with the 
help of the California Rifle and 
Pistol Association. 
The lawmaker said "liberals, 
criminal 
coddlers 
and 
left 
wingers have used the tragic 
death of Robert Kennedy to 
play upon the emotions of the 
public” and force enactment of 
legislation requiring registra­ 
tion 
of all firearm s 
and the 
licensing of all firearm owners.

President accused of 
escalating war in Laos

(UPI) -Sen. 
Albert Gore, D-Tenn., says he 
may release secret transcripts 
showing an "exceedingly dis­ 
turbing*' 
escalation 
of 
U.S. 
involvement in the civil war in 
Laos. 
Gore told the Senate Monday 
the Nixon administration was 
’deliberately concealing1 esca­ 
lation of the war. 
He said he would not discuss 
any specific material in the 
transcrip ‘‘at this tim e.” But he 
told newsmen later: "I would 
not rule out the possibility of 
exercising my perogati ve as a 
Senator to discuss theaearing 
record on the floor." 
The transcripts of the hear­ 
ings, conducted last year by the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
m ittee's special subcommittee 
on U.S. commitments overseas, 
have not been released because 
of a dispute between Senators 
and the State Department over 
what should be censored Gore, 
a member of the committee but 


not the subcommittee, sat in on 
some of the meetings. 
Gore charged on his own 
authority that "we are engag­ 
ing now in a civil war in Laos 
and we have chosen sides just 
as we did earlier in Vietnam.’’ 


And 
despite 
a 
pledge by 
President Nixon to reduce U.S. 
involvement 
overseas, 
Gore 
said, 
the United States had 
"increased our involvement and 
our presence in Laos and the 
government refuses publicly to 
admit it.” 
"At the very, very least, it is 
a blow to public confidence in 
what 
their government tells 
them 
when 
the 
government 
deliberately conceals deep and 
escalating 
involvement 
in a 
foreign war," he said. 
Nixon has acknowledged pub­

that 
U.S. 
planes 
are 
interdicting the Ho Chi Minh 
trail running through Laos to 
stop 
infiltration

Vietnam, but has denied there 
are any combat troops in Laos.

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Chicago 
trial in 
final phase

CHICAGO 
(UPP-The 
trial 
of the "Chicago Seven," after 
193 witnesses, four and a half 
months and more than 20,000 
pages of transcript, entered its 
final phase today. 
The prosecution was to go 
first in presentation of final 
arguments. 
Each 
side 
was 
allowed seven hours by presid­ 
ing U.S. D istrict Court Judge 
Julius J. Hoffman. 
If 
both 
prosecution 
and 
defense used the full allotment, 
the case could go to the jury 
late this week. 
At stake for each of the 
defendants 
is 
a 
maximum 
penalty of 10 years in prison 
and a fine of $20,000. For the 
government the case is the first 
test of a controversial federal 
statute forbidding conspiracy to 
cross a state line to incite a 
riot. 
Monday the judge refused to 
issue 
a directed verdict of 
acquittal and the prosecution 
charged the defense would use 
final arguments to encourage 
the jury to "engage in civil 
disobedience" 
by 
disobeying 
Hoffman’s instructions. 
The defense asked for the 
directed verdict on the grounds 
the government had failed to 
prove its case. The argument 
was regarded as a formality 
and Hoffman had been expected 
to deny it. 
After a review of the trial, 
which started Sept. 24, Hoffman 
said, "I can conclude that the 
evidence is sufficent to sustain 
a conviction on each count of 
the indictment." 
He then granted time for 
summations. The prosecution 
had asked for 10 hours, the 
defense 
had 
requested five. 
Although 
it 
goes 
first, the 
government 
may 
reserve 
a 
portion of its seven hours for 
use after the defense completes 
its closing argument. 
Assistant U.S. Attorney Rich­ 
ard G. Schultz told Hoffman he 
believes the defense will use its 
summation time to emphasize 
the effect a guilty verdict could 
have on free speech in the 
United States. 
"I imagine they will ask the 
jury 
to 
commit 
civil 
dis­ 
obedience by refusing to obey 
your honors final instructions" 
he said. 
Hoffman said he hoped "such 
a thing will not occur." But he 
said he would not rule any area 
out 
of 
bounds 
before 
the 
beginning of summations. 
The government submitted 88 
proposed 
instruct ions 
to be 
included in the final charge to 
the jury. Hoffman accepted all 
but two of them in total or "in 
substance." 
The 
defense submitted 80 
proposals. Of those, the judge 
granted 
34 
in 
total 
or 
in 
substance but ruled out 46. 
There was a laughter In the 
courtroom when Hoffman made 
the announcement. 
The judge commented that 
poor courtroom conduct of the 
defense "continued right down 
to the last observation of the 
court.”

suggested for state

Alan K. Browne, the bank’s 
senior vice president, proposed 
the sale of registered warrants 
by the state in case the voters 
next June defeat a plan aimed 
at keeping the project afloat. 


During the black days of the 
Great Depression of the 1930s, 
the 
state 
issued registered 
w arrants to pay its bills. Such 
w arrants 
were 
short-term 
IOU’s purchased by financial 
institutions at a fixed interest 
rate. 
Browne told the Assembly 
Water Committee Monday at a 
hearing into the fiscal problems 
of the water project that New 
York currently issues regis­ 
tered 
w arrants 
-called tax 
anticipation notes —during per­ 
iods of cash shortage. 


Registered warrants, Browne 
told the lawmakers, "usedtobe 
a bad nam e." He offered the 
idea as one of several potential 
alternatives to finance project 
construction and head off the 
threat of a shutdown. 
But Legislative Analyst A. 
Alan Post, the legislature’s No. 
1 
fiscal adviser, warned the 
committee that the lawmakers 
themselves 
should 
have 
a 
contingency 
plan 
ready 
for 
implementation in the event the 
ballot proposition is defeated. 
He said it could include a tax 
increase. 
Continued construction of the 
water project is threatened by 
the 
state’s inability to sell 
general obligation bonds in the 
currently inflated market. In 
June the voters will be asked to 
approve a proposition increas- 
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ing the maximum interest rate 
from 5 to 7 per cent. 
Reagan administration offi­ 
cials 
are banking 
that 
the 
voters will endorse the proposal 
and 
that construction 
will 
proceed uninterrupted. About 
$600 million in water bonds now 
is frozen. 
Reagan’s 
finance director, 
Verne Orr, announced Monday 
that 
the administration 
is 
considering a tem porary one-or 
two-cent increase in the sales 
tax to raise about $450 million 
for the water project. 
Post told the committee that 
Reagan's proposed budget is 
"very, 
very 
carefully 
put 
together” and assumes passage 
of the ballot measure along 
with sale by the state of bond 
anticipation notes which would 
be redeemed by sale of the 
bonds. 
"It is almost like a house of 
c.ards built on sand, ’’ Post said. 
"If anything goes wrong with 
these 
assumptions, 
we 
are 
going to have real trouble." 
He said a legislative contin­ 
gency plan "ought to be on- 
the-line 
so people will 
know 
about it when they are voting." 
"It is not to bomb them ," he 
said. 
"T here’s 
nothing but 
drastic political solutions, al­ 
most, that would follow." 
Browne also suggested as a 
means of financing the project 
that the state remove current 
interest rate limitations from 
general obligation bonds and 
that it consider selling water 
revenue bonds in lieu of general 
obligation bonds.

W h a t ' s 
your 
problem 


Editor’s note: This is an article in a 
series prepared for the Family Serv­ 
ice Agency of Santa Barbara, aCommun- 
ity Chest and United Fund agency, with 
offices in Lompoc, Santa Maria, and 
Santa Barbara. The series concerns typi­ 
cal problems brought to counseling agen­ 
cies. The professional staff members of 
FSA are social workers with graduate 
degrees and extensive experience in help­ 
ing solve such problems. The local ag­ 
ency’s office is located at 521 East 
Ocean Avenue; the telephone number is 
REgent 6-8725. 


What happens when I call? 
People with problems often postpone 
seeking help at Family Service Agency 
because they don’t quite know what will 
happen to them there. Going to a fam­ 
ily counselor is an unfamiliar situation, 
unlike a visit to a doctor or a dentist. 
The troubled person doesn’t quite know 
what is expected of him and what he can 
expect from the professional whom he 
is asking for help. Also, he isn’t quite 
sure what the procedure at a Family 
Service Agency is like. 
This is why, in this column, we will 
quickly review the procedure. A call 
to Family Service Agency is answered 
by the receptionist. She will, over the 
phone, take down certain kinds of basic 
information: name, address, telephone 
number, etc. She will then pass the 
call along to one of the counselors. 
If a counselor is not immediately avail­ 
able, she will take down the caller’s 
number and a counselor will return the 
call on the same day if possible. 


The counselor will make an appoint­ 
ment with the caller, for a definite date 
and a definite time. Family Service Ag­ 
ency counselors try to see everyone who 
asks for help as soon as possible, usual­ 
ly within a few days. 
If a Family Service Agency is not the 
appropriate source of help, the counse­ 
lor will probably refer the caller else­ 
where, for-instance, the State Employ­ 
ment Service, hospital clinic, a Chil­ 
dren’s Service Agency, etc. If the coun­ 
selor feels that Family Service Agen­ 
cy can be helpful (even if the problem 
might require the assistance of other 
community agencies) an appointment will 
still be made. 


Some people may wonder how they can 
be sure that a counselor is profession­ 
ally qualified to help solve difficult and 
complex problems. We are affiliated with 
the Family Service Association of Amer­ 
ica, which requires certain standards 
from all its member agencies. This 
means that the standards of work of 
affiliated agencies are high, and that 
counselors have had professional train­ 
ing and experience. At Family Service 
Agency all counselors have masters de­ 
grees in social work. 
Family Service Agency counselors 
realize that asking for help is often dif­ 
ficult. They try to make the process as 
comfortable as possible for troubled peo­ 
ple. After all, helping people with prob­ 
lems is our business! 


When the caller comes to Family 
Service Agency he will talk to the coun­ 
selor with whom he has already had con­ 
tact over the telephone. Family Service 
Agency counselors realize that it is very 
annoying to have to tell the same story 
to three or four different people. 
If regular counseling appointments 
are set up, the plan will be for the client 
to see the same counselor until the prob­ 
lem has been solved, or until both feel 
that nothing more can be gained by addi­ 
tional appointments.

Each strip 
is a different color, and I 
want to avoid showing the 
yarn used in joining. Can 
you help?—R. L. 


D EA R R. L.: Your best 
bet is a means of joining 
called invisible weaving. Be­ 
lieve me, it lives up to the 
name. 
Here’s how to do it. Place 
two pieces which are to be 
joined right side up and side 
by side. The edges should 
touch, but just barely. The 
weaving is done with a blunt 
t a p e s t r y needle, and the 
yarn—if tbick—s h o u ld be 
separated so that you are 
working with a fine strand. 
Begin w e a v i n g on the 
piece placed to the right, in­ 
serting the tapestry needle 
through the center of the 
first knitted stitch. Draw the 
yarn through the stitch just 
below it. After you finish the 
first stitches, r e p e a t —but 
pass 
under 
two 
rows 
of 
stitches, 
alternating 
from 
side to side. 
The yarn should be pulled 
somewhat firmly for tbe in­ 
visibility that you need.

Rancho Alegre, 213 acres and 
valued at $366,000, is Santa Bar­ 
bara County’s chief Scouting fa­ 
cility. 
Located high in the moun­ 
tains bordering Lake Cachuma, 
the camp was donated in 1964. 
Following its donation, a plan­ 
ned development program was 
initiated which now puts a val­ 
ue on facilities totaling $113, 
146. 
Many donated labor and 
materials for the development. 
F acilities include troop service 
building, health lodge, troop 
leader lodge, swimming pool 
with dressing rooms, rotary ri­ 
fle range, ten troop campsites, 
water 
system, campfire bowl 
and other improvements. 
Scouting started some years 
before World War I in Santa 
Barbara County but it was not 
until October 1919 that a Coun­ 
cil was officially organized with 
the assistance of the Santa Bar­ 
bara Rotary Club. 
The 
name Santa 
Barbara 
Council was selected because 
jurisdiction of the Council was 
limited to Santa Barbara. 
By 
1923, the Council’s influence 
had spread to all other parts 
of the County, except Santa 
Maria and Orcutt. 
By 1925, 
all of this and San Luis Obis­ 
po Counties as far north as 
King City was included. 
In 
1930, the name “ Mission Coun­ 
cil’ 
was adopted and three 
years later its jurisdiction was 
finally changed to cover Santa 
Barbara County only. 
From its meager start with 


just 12 boys on the official 
rolls in 1919, the council is 
now 
serving over 7,000 boys 
each year. 
During its his­ 
tory covering almost 50 years 
of operation, over 40,000 in all 
have enjoyed and received the 
benefits of Scouting and its les­ 
sons of outdoor living, its char­ 
acter building and its physi­ 
cal fitness programs. 
There are 
22,500 boys of 
Scouting ages in our schools, 
according to school adminis­ 
trators — and they estimated 
that in the county there will 
be 65,000 boys in this age 
bracket within the next five 
years. 
With the same growth rate 
as that experienced by Mis­ 
sion Council during the past 
five years, the Council can ful­ 
ly expect a membership of at 
least 12,000 boys. 
The first real Scouting home 
was the “ El Cuartel,” purchas­ 
ed in 1939 when the Council 
had a total of 692 members 
The headquarters 
was Santa 
Barbara’s oldest adobe. Prior 
to the purchase of “ El Cuar­ 
tel,” the scout headquarters 
was located at eight different 
addresses. 
Late in 1962, arrangements 
were made to sell the adobe to 
the Santa Barbara Trust for 
Historic Preservation. 
Coun­ 
cil headquarters are presently 
located at 4000 Modoc Rd., San­ 
ta Barbara. 
Local headquar­ 
ters are in the Lompoc Theater 
Building.

Every scout troop is a ja rt of 
the youth program of some in­ 
stitution of the community. 
These 
institutions 
a r e 
churches, 
schools, service or 
fraternal clubs, farm or busi­ 
ness organization, or responsi­ 
ble groups of citizens that 
sponsor the Boy Scout program 
for 
boys in and around their 
area. 


The sponsor (institution char­ 
tered to carry on Scouting) 
appoints three or more men 
to serve as “ the board of di­ 
rectors” of the troop. 
Tins 
group, known as the troop com­ 
mittee, is responsible for the 
selection of the key troop lead­ 
er — the Scoutmaster. 
The 
troop committee has other re­ 
sponsibilities: representing the 
institution, providing a satis­ 
factory 
troop 
meeting place, 
supervising finances, assisting 
in providing camping opportun­ 
ities, and giving the Scoutmas­ 
ter the help he may require. 


The boys 
are organized in 
small 
groups 
(four 
to eight 
members) known as patrols. 
Each patrol has a patrol lead­ 
er elected by the members of 
the patrol. 
The main job of 
the Scoutmaster is to train

and work with his patrol lead­ 
ers in operating their troop. 
Each institution using the pro­ 
gram appoints one man to serve 
as its “ general manager” of 
Scouting and to represent the 
institution on the Scout district 
committee and local council 
This man is know as the in­ 
stitutional representative. 
The district committee is an 
association 
of 
institutional 
representatives and other in­ 
terested men in a neighborhood, 
community, or geographic ter­ 
ritory. 
The purpose of the 
district committee is to as­ 
sist in carrying out the program 
and to extend Scouting through 
new organizations. 
A local council is compost'd 
of districts. 
The council em­ 
ploys a small number of no n 
to work with volunteer lead­ 
ers. 
Councils provide train­ 
ing, camps, supervision of ad­ 
vancement, 
health, 
safety, 
finance, and assistance in the 
organization of new scouting 
groups. 


The local council is support­ 
ed by donations from the gen­

public,

just the superstars. We don’t 
want the reserve clause thrown 
out; we want it modified. 
“ Instead of being critical of 
the association, I said Yas­ 
trzemski ought to spend time at 
our meetings and make some 
contribution. The same thing 
happened to us last year during 
the player strike. He was with 
the owners, not us. Any time 
the owners wanted to get a

the ballplayers it 
seems Yastrzemski was doing 
the speaking for them.

1971 budget 


President Nixon’s 1971 budget contains something for every­ 
one — to complain about. 
The biggest item of all — defense spending — is down by 
$5.2 billion from the total projected for the 1970 fiscal year, 
which ends June 30. As the President made a point of empha­ 
sizing, this means that for the first time in 20 years the nation 
will be spending more on human resources programs than 
on defense. 
Yet the massive military outlay still represents 46 per 
cent of the total budget, leaving aside such “ uncontrollable” 
items as the Social Security and highway trust funds, interest 
on the public debt, etc. 
This is more than enough to keep alive the specter of an 
insidious military - industrial complex commandeering the 
nation’s resources and energies. At the same time, voices 
will undoubtedly be raised warning that we are in danger of 
stripping ourselves naked before the enemy. 
The space budget has been sliced by 12.5 per cent to a 10- 
year low, with scheduled Apollo moon landings stretched out 
to 1974, a proposed manned landing on Mars pushed back to 
the late 1980s and the launching of a number of scientific satel­ 
lites postponed. All to the dismay of tens of thousands of space- 
industry workers who will be out of jobs. 
Yet the space budget stands at an impressive $3.4 billion, a 
still - sizable target for spacophobes. 
Income and outgo will be balanced, 
but against 
total 
spending of $200.8 billion, the projected surplus of $1.3 bil­ 
lion is a i azor - thin margin. It will be claimed on the one 
hand that the beneficial effect of such a tiny surplus in slow­ 
ing inflation will be minimal, and on the other that a balanced 
budget is a secondary consideration compared to the nation’s 
pressing domestic needs, anyway. 
The budget for the Justice Department will go up by one- 
third, to $1.13 billion, including a doubling of federal aid to 
state and local 
law enforcement. But no additional funds 
will be available for medical research. 
The administration wants $1.5 billion for an expansion of

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the controversial Safeguard antiballistic missile system, but 
only two - thirds that amount for urban renewal. 
The picking apart and weighing and comparing could go 
on endlessly. Viewed as a whole, the 1971 budget represents 
a fairly successful compromise, or balancing act, among a host 
of priorities. 
Really, what we would all like to see is 1973’s or 1974’s 
budget — right now. This, of course, is impossible, unless we 
wish to throw fiscal common sense to the winds and go on 
the kind of spending splurge that racked up a $19-billion defi­ 
cit in 1968.

But the seeds of this budget of the future, one reflecting a 
nation at peace with the world, economically healthy and hap­ 
pily making progress in curing its domestic ills, are discerni­ 
ble in the 1971 budget. 
Consider, for instance, that seven major initiatives on the 
domestic front — family assistance to replace the present 
welfare system; federal - state revenue sharing; food assist­ 
ance to the poor; manpower training; mass transit and air­ 
ways improvement; environmental pollution control and the war 
on crime — funded at only $3 billion now, will swell to $18 
billion in the next four years. 


Consider that spending on war and preparations for war 
is shrinking, and will shrink more — barring re-escalation 
in Vietnam or the beginning of another Vietnam elsewhere 
or a new deep freeze in the Cold War. But the key word is 
shrink, not slash, if domestic security 
is to be maintained 
and economic dislocation avoided. 
The 1971 budget is unspectacular, any way you look at it. 
It is both too little and too much, depending upon where 
you stand. It is cautious, controversial and precarious. But 
it does contain heartening trends. 
If it can be succeeded by a series of budgets continuing and 
accelerating those trends — away from war and toward human­ 
istic concerns — we might be amazed a few years from now at 
how far we have come. 


The Board of Supervisors in mid- 
December did a flip-flop on a salary 
recommendation involving 33 positions 
in nine classifications within the trades 
and crafts group of county employes.

It was clear that 
the electricians, mechanics, plumbers, 
carpenters and painters involved were 
in many instances getting compensation 
substantially below what the same jobs 
were paying on the outside. 
Public Works Department officials who 
had supported the automatic C step pay 
for new journeymen workers, and conse­ 
quent upgrading of those now below the 
third step to that step, said this week 
that for the time being there are no 
critical problems keeping these work­ 
ers.

industry goes great 
at any time, I’d say these guys will be 
saying good-bye, ” one official comment­ 
ed. “ But as of now, with building still 
depressed, we arc holding on to them.*’ 


The “ Fringe Benefit,’’ monthly organ 
of the County Employees' Assn., stress­ 
es the “ reverse salary action” of the 
supervisors last December 17 with the 
warning that there “ couldbe serious con­ 
sequences as a result of this action.” 


There were unusual features to the de­ 
cision that wiped out the trades and 
crafts pending advanced starting salary 
schedule. 


“ This is the first time to my knowl­ 
edge,’’ said employees association gen­ 
eral manager Zack Stringer, “ that the 
Board of Supervisors has turned down a 
recommendation on a salary matter in 
which there was concurrence from the 
administrative office, the personnel di­ 
rector, the department head, and our as­ 
sociation." 


The “ Fringe Benefit" said the super­ 
visors “ took back" the advanced salary

program after the workers affected had 
understood they would be paid at the high­ 
er scale, starting Jan. 1. 


Stringer said the new three • step 
range as earlier approved — in lieu of 
a five-step range — also was in line 
with a trend in the eight - county sam­ 
ple on which this county bases its pay 
recommendations. 


The reversal won out, the “ Fringe 
Benefit” notes, when a majority of the 
supervisors failed to approve a motion 
for adoption of the advanced starting pay 
in the nine classifications. The motion 
had been made by Supervisor Daniel G. 
Grant, with Supervisor George H. Clyde 
seconding it. The other three supervis­ 
ors voted down the motion, with Super­ 
visor Joe J. Callahan expressing con­ 
cern over the word “ automatic," in the 
procedural description of the new plan 
by the personnel director.

Anti-party mood

Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, forced 
to defend the way maverick Republican 
Sen. Charles E. Goodell so persistent­ 
ly votes with the Democrats, stated: 
“ We don’t want a monolithic party. We 
want different points of view." Mr. 
Rockefeller was begging the question. 
What Mr. Rockefeller really was say­ 
ing is that there is 
an anti-party mood 
in the country, and 
Senator Goodell — 
like so-called Repub­ 
lican 
Jacob 
Javits 
and such others in the 
Senate and House — 
is cashing in on this. 
A 
recent nation­ 
wide 
Gallup 
Poll 
among 
university 
students asked how 
they rated nine American institutions. 
The undergraduates gave our universi­ 
ties the highest (68 per cent) favorable 
rating — a surprise in the face of the 
publicized campus revolts. The Ameri­ 
can family came next with a 58 per 
cent favorable score, Congress 56 per 
cent, the courts 46 per cent. Among the 
entire nine institutions, political par­ 
ties were solidly down at the absolute 
bottom: 18 per cent. 
The 
parties themselves, including 
shattering spectacles like the Demo­ 
crats’ Chicago convention, are large­ 
ly to blame for such disfavor, which 
is certainly not limited to our youth. 
But what would happen if the rival par­ 
ty system, and the party responsibili­ 
ty that men like Goodell and Javits ig­ 
nore to their self-profit, were liqui­ 
dated? Is it not obvious, too, that our 
government’s over-all improvement ab­ 
solutely depends on the willingness of the 
greatest possible majority of the Ameri­ 
can citizenry to take membership in 
and strengthen both parties? 
Government without party responsibil­ 
ity leads toward governmental liquida­ 
tion. It is an unconscionable forfeit. 
There must always be in our country 
at least two great political parties, both 
vigorous and strong. Their opposition 
should be honest and clear and acknow­ 
ledged and on a plane and of a charac­ 
ter that needs no apology. 
Each should hammer out ideas on the 
anvil of debate. Each should attempt to 
outdo the other in supplying good gov­ 
ernment. Each should have the widest 
possible membership. These are the es­ 
sential missions and values in our two- 
party system which is fundamental in 
the government of the United States. 
Nothing needs competition so much as 
government bodies, and the primary 
function of the American people to di­ 
rect the course of our national govern­ 
ment rests in the Republican and Dem­ 
ocratic parties. 
The people's full use of these power 
tools, or their neglect of them, repre­ 
sents the difference between represen­ 
tative government and a government 
pretending to be representative gov­ 
ernment. 
What starts out as politics in the na­ 
tional conventions and elsewhere ends up 
as government. These parties choose the 
candidates elected to the powers of the 
President and Congress. Then they em­ 
ploy their incredibly costly promotions, 
which often depend on the sheer weight 
of personalities. The key to this is now 
TV — the one-eyed peddler of political 
pap. Under its impact the living room is 
now a voting booth. 
What image makers are trying to do is 
to bypass the rational side of men and 
women and appeal directly to the deep 
forces below the surface. In a way they 
are making nonsense of democratic pro­ 
cedure, which is based on conscious 
choice on rational grounds. 
Oh, yes, party responsibility, along 
with government as a whole, is terribly 
abused. Both parties sorely need mend­ 
ing and will always need mending. But 
if all citizens remained “ Independent," 
or officials elected by their party voted 
persistently with the rival party as 
Senator Goodell and Javits do, our type 
of government simply could not func­ 
tion. 
Thinking people never entirely agree 
in every detail with either party’s poli­ 
tical philosophy or legislative program. 
There should be plenty of room within 
both parties for honest difference of op in­ 
ion. But the overwhelming fact is that 


the so-called independent should join 
the party wherein he or she finds the les­ 
ser difference of opinion from his own 
and vote in the primaries as well as in 
the elections. 
That we Americans have been spared 
the curse and tyranny of one-party rule, 
on one hand, or the chaos and ineffec­ 
tiveness of numerous splinter parties is 
frankly not due to citizens who refrain

Doug Soper: 1970 


When you try to piece together in your 
mind the sum and substance of a man’s 
life on this earth, you often times find 
that you know very little about him. 
The 
untimely 
death Sunday night 
of Doug Soper brought all this to mind. 
I had talked with 
him by phone a cou­ 
ple of hours before 
his death and knew 
then that 
the end 
might be near. 
But all this aside, 
the Doug Soper that I 
knew was one of those 
larger than life sized 
individuals who are 
all 
too uncommon. 
One of the most vivid 
impressions of the man occurred some 
months ago in an appearance before Lom­ 
poc Planning Commission. Doug had sat 
through a lengthy and, with all due re-, 
spect to the business before the com­ 
mission, dull evening. The hour was 
growing late when Doug was called to re­ 
port on a proposed equestrian trail sys­ 
tem for the city. 


Doug had sat quietly through several 
hours of small stuff and now it was his 
turn. Rising, he came toward the front 
of the City Council chamber. Ashe came 
he unrolled a large map. “ Well, gen­ 
tlemen, here it is. I ’ll tack it up on the 
board here and if you like it, fine, just 
tell me so. If you don’t like it I ’ll take 
it back and re-do it." 


Doug was getting right to the nub of 
the presentation without ceremony and 
without a lot of preliminaries. That was 
his way. He hated formality. 
A couple of weeks ago, Doug, his wife, 
Jean, his mother-in-law, and my wife Ann, 
went to Guadalupe for breakfast. Actu­ 
ally we had planned the event about a 
year before, but something happened to 
prevent it. As I recall there was some 
conflict of obligations and it was raining 
hard. Later we talked about going to 
Buellton for breakfast and that engage­ 
ment, too, was canceled. 


Off and on through those months we re­ 
turned to the plans and finally one day 
I went into his office and told him that 
the time had come. We were going to 
Guadalupe for breakfast and that’s it. 
Doug picked us up about 10 a.m „ on 
Sunday and off we went. For reasons I 
was to learn later, Doug drove through a 
lot of back roads enroute to Guadalupe. 
On the way he pointed out various land­ 
marks. The trees over the hillsides were 
bright with autumn leaves. Doug loved 
the roll of the hills and the dip and 
curve of the roads. 


We talked of city government, of poli­ 
tics and of all the topical things that 
came to mind. He was a storehouse of 
facts and figures. 
As we ate breakfast a man he knew 
from engineering circles came by and 
Doug got up and talked with him brief, 
ly. One of the things that sticks in 
my mind from the table conversation 
was the love he bore for his mother-in- 
law, Why I couldn’t operate the house 
without her, he said. That's the way he 
felt and he wanted everyone to know it. 
Again it was his simple, direct and no 
nonsense approach to the affairs of his 
life. 


A couple of Christmas's ago we went 
over to the Soper’s for a visit. We 
sat in the living room getting acquainted 


really for the first time. Upstairs Doug’s 
teenage kids were having a party with 
their friends. Doug spoke of his early 
beginnings, of his life since he came to 
Lompoc, but I particularly recall the 
love he bore his wife and family. I 
thought at the time, that members of 
his family would have followed him over 
a cliff. Not actually, but their affection 
for him was of that caliber. 


But I guess the most enduring impres­ 
sion I have of him is the way he approach­ 
ed my needs as a newspaperman. “ Bud­ 
dy, if I have it you can too," he often 
said 
in answer to a question about 
something that was brewing in the pub­ 
lics works affairs of the city. He was 
particularly concerned with safety fac­ 
tors at a railroad intersection and he had 
sent off a series of letters to the PUC, 
the railroad and other agencies. It bother­ 
ed him that he couldn’t get the agencies 
to, as he put it “ get off the dime" 
and resolve the issues. 


Once in answer to a question I had 
posed about a street repair job, he said, 
“ We’ll do thus and so, it's that simple, 
we don’t have to get complicated about 
the job." 
During the storms and floods of Jan­ 
uary and February 1969 he was all over 
the place, at the sewer plant, along the 
storm drains. He had a nature that was 
superbly adapted to coping with emer­ 
gencies, emergencies that had some peo­ 
ple around him chewing their collective 
fingernails. 


H I never forget the feeling that came 
over me, again and again on the return 
from Guadalupe that Sunday afternoon. I 
must sit down with Doug some time and 
get some of this down on the tape re­ 
corder, I thought. 


This last Sunday when I talked with 
him by telephone I realized he was un­ 
der pressure. He had been only recent­ 
ly transferred from the intensive care 
unit to a private room and could now re­ 
ceive telephone calls. His wife had told 
mine that we should visit him or call. I 
apologized, asking him if I had awak­ 
ened him from sleep. No, he said, I was 
just going to sleep. Then I told him to 
let me know if he needed anything and 
that I ’d see him in a couple of days. 
These are the pitiful bits and scraps 
of what I recall of Doug Soper. It isn't 
much, but then maybe there’s more 
there than seems apparent.
